Georgia’s new: tax structure, 
under Thrasher’s plan, would be 
financed by eight taxes instead of 
the hundreds now on the books. 

Thrasher said the full program 
cannot be enacted. through 
“quickie” legislation, but will re- 
quire a full session of the Legisla- 
ture — either regular session or 
special. He said it would take 
three years for ‘the taxes to be- 
come fully effective. 


Here are the proposed taxes 
and their anticipated yields when 
in full effect: 

Three percent sales tax with no 


‘exemptions, $60,000,000; higher in- 


come tax plan, $42,000,000; luxury 
$26,000,000; motor 
fuel excise tax, $38,000,000; insur- 
ance companies, $4,000,000; motor 
vehicle registration $4,470,000; es- 
tate tax, $500,000, and corporation 
registration, $30,000. 

Emergency taxes enacted at the 
August special session would be 
reduced, but—considering the fact 
that the sales tax would apply to 
them, all but liquor—they still 
would be higher than normally. . 

The gas tax would revert to 
six cents a gallon from the emer- 
gency seven cents. The beer tax, 
which was raised from two -~-to 


‘four cents a bottle, would be three 


cents. The cigarette tax, which 
was increased from three to five 
cents, would be four cents. Liquor, 
which was $4 a gallon, would be 
cut to $2.50. Corporation income 
taxes, raised from 512 to 7 per- 
cent, would be changed. 

The act fixing a minimum pri¢e 
for cigarettes—an act which en- 
abled dealers to increase their 
prices one and two cents a pack- 
age—would be repealed. 


The sales tax proposal would 
be similar to that passed by the 
House in 1947. It would be a 
straight 3 percent tax, with no 
exemptions. Tokens would not be 
used. 

Thrasher offers a new plan for 
the income tax. Instead of ‘he 
present $2,500 exemption for mar- 
ried persons and $400 for each de- 
pendent and $1,000 for single per- 
sons, he- would fix the exemption 
at a flat $1,000 for all persons. In-

A few weeks ago we had a visit from Mr. Mark Welsh. director 
of the Animal Industry Section of the Lederle Laboratories. and 
were delighted to learn that he was investigating the possibilities 
of livestock production on Southern grasses. He was accompanied 
by Dr. Starr, DVM, of the Georgia Department of Health. 

Today we received written word from Dr. Welsh that he had 
become convinced that “a large number of nutritious grasses and 
forages gan be grown in Georgia which will furnish pasturage for 
virtually 12 months of the year. The grass as a raw material can 
apparently be marketed in the form of beef, milk, lambs, grass 
seed and hay. It can also be used in part of the diet of swine and 
poultry.” 

And here is the punch line: “The data indicate that the Georgia 
area would show a higher net return on a capital investment than 
any of the other areas of tiis country, and I have examined most 
of them, personally and through their published data.” 

Now these are not the words of an enthusiastic Chamber of 
Commerce manager, nor are they the words of a local patriot. 
They are the considered words of a competent business leader 
high in the councils of organized research throughout the world, 
and they, therefore, mean what they say. 

He-is saying that our grasses and clovers, turned into meat, 
milk, poultry, etc., offer the best investment opportunity of any 
farming area in our country. And he wonders why business as a 
whole is not recognizing this opportunity. 

“Why is it.” Dr. Welsh asks, “when the experimental and prac- 
tical data show such a favorable picture, so few are taking advan- 
tage of it?” 

And he concludes his statement with this encouraging word: 
“It seems to me the picture could be rapidly changed through 


| education of the public and particularly the banking fraternity.” 


Eastern businessmen are quick to observe the opportunities our 
year-round grazing affords the stockmen of this area. And they 
are likewise quick to drop the right word in the right ears at the 
right places. As more of them come to know us better and to 
ascertain the reasons for the delay in meeting our opportunities, we 
may confidently expect a broadening of the credit policies of the 
lending agencies (both Federal and private) to the extent that low- 
cost money may be had over long periods of time for converting 
unbalanced farms into balanced farms with year-round grazing

Cotton Crop 
Control Gets 
Growers Nod 


Cotton growers across the na- 
tion have accepted rigid Govern- 
ment acreage quotas on their 1950 
crops by a vote of nearly nine to 
one. 

Farmers in 20 States balloted 
in Thursday’s referendum. Their 
heavy approval gave the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture the right to 
tell each grower how many acres 
of cotton he can plant next year. 

In return, the Government will 
guarantee to support the price of 
cotton at 90 percent of parity 

Numerous protests and much 
prereferendum grumbling showed 
that most farmers do not like the 
quota system. But they submitted 
apparently to be sure that cotton 
prices are kept high. 

With virtually all returns in, an 
unofficial tabulation showed:

Dickson had no previous farm- 
ng experience prior to his enter- 
Ye the institutional on-farm train- 
wo program Feb. 1, 1948. 

The former newsman purchased 
#16 Rhode Island Reds with only 
one cockerel in the entire group, 
Fowler reported. He added that 
the chicks cost 37% cents each 
and thus far the mortality has 
been less than two percent. 

The trainee had a streak of bad 
luck last July when 200 of his 
chickens were stolen during the’ 
same week they began laying. 

Dickson explained his switch 
from the press to poultry in com- 
menting, “I am a little bit lazy.” 

Fowler was quick to refvte that 
statement by saying that Dick- 
son’s progress was the result of 
“untiring efforts of the farm 
trainee.” 

Dickson hired one laborer to 
help him construct a 28-foot by 
140-foot laying house with ade- 
quate space for 1,000 birds. By 
building his own waterers and 
feed troughs under the instruction 
of Fowler, he saved approximate- 
ly $150. 

He is now building another 20-

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ing to produce his own grains, 
thereby saving on his feed bill. 
On a going basis now, the ex- 
newspaperman gets more than a 
crate of eggs per day, marketing 
them primarily in Albany. He 
keeps the chickens in the laying 
house 24 hours a day. 

In addition to his poultry, Dick- 
son has 10 acres of cotton, 15 acres 
of peanuts, five acres of corn and 
blue lupine, and has made a start 
in the beef business with six cows. 

When asked if he knew any- 
thing about poultry before he 
started farming, Dickson replied, 
“I knew chickens were good fried, 
but that’s all I knew about them.’

Lyons Vet 
Seis the Pace 
In Pastures

LYONS—Eighteen months ago 
Norman Curl, a veteran farm 
trainee from Lyons, turned from 
general farming to dairying, and 
today he is sell- 

100 gallons of : 
Grade A pasteu- | 
rized milk per 
day and is faced 
with the prob- 
lem of obtain- 

ing as much 
milk as he needs 
to supply con- 
sumers in the 
neighboring 
communities. 

Now in his 
third year of 
‘training in the 
institutional on- 
farm training 
Drogram, Curl 
found his general farming program 
was not big enough to support his 
family. So he has developed his 
25-acre farm which he bought with 
monev saved during his three 
vears in the Army into pasture- 
land, 

This Toombs County trainee 
milks 40 gallons dailv from his 16 
cows whose average value is $300 
each. He buys an additional 60 
gallons each day from. other 
trainees and farmers in the coun- 
ty, retailing his milk in Lyons and 
he has a contract for 45 gallons 
each dav for the new school lunch- 
room which opens there in Janu- 
ary. 

Curl has invested over $7,000 
in his pasteurizing plant, com- 
pleted in August and equipped 
with aerator, capper and pasteu- 
rizing vat. He planned and built 
his own salt brine tank used for 
cooling the milk. At present the 
milking room a small house 
with concrete floor equipped with 
a milking machine, but Curl hopes 
to build a new dairy barn behind 
his pasteurizing plant. 

Divided into three areas, Curl’s 
pasture is seeded in oats, rye grass, 
Crimson clover, vetch, Ladino 
clover and Coastal Bermuda, His 
present program is to try to have 
something growing .on at least 
one area all the time to have green 
grazing for his cattle. He uses a 
feeding mixture of corn, oats, cit- 
rus pulp, molasses and protein 
concentrate. 

“For 10 months I had 17 cows 
and a mule grazing on 14 acres of 
land seeded in oats, rve grass, 
vetch and lespedeza,” boasts Curl. 

In addition to his 25 acres, the 
trainee rents 30 acres which he 
plants in tobacco and sweet pota- 
toes for early market. He owns 
a tractor, truck, mule for garden- 
ing, and a cultipacker used for 
seeding his pastures.

SOFIA, Bul (UP)—tTrai- 
cho Kostov, former Deputy Pre- 
mier, who twice defied a Bulgar- 
jan court by protesting his inno- 
cence, was ‘hanged yesterday for 
treason, espionage and sabotage. 

Execution of the one-time No. 2 
Bulgarian came just two days 
after the court found him guilty 
of the charges with 10 other de- 
fendants and sentenced him alone 
to death. The others confessed 
and got prison terms. 

The trial began Dec. 7, with 
reading of a 20,000-word indict- 
ment and examination of the de- 
fendants. It was then Kostov 
jolted the court by repudiating a 
confession made earlier in prison. 

Later, in his last speech before 
the tribunal, the 52-year-old for- 
mer political leader repeated in a 
defiant voice that “I have never’ 
worked for foreign intelligence 


and I have never been a police in- 
‘Army before his retirement as a 


former.” 

His words were drowned out by 
hisses and catcalls. 

The short, stocky Kostov twice 
had escaped death sentences 
handed out by Fascist courts, but

Greenberg Sees 
Indians as Champs

NEW YORK—“So you figure the Red Sox and 
Yankees will take care of the pennant race and 
Cleveland may finish third?” Hank Greenberg said 

Hank, as vou may recall, is the new general 
manager of the Cleveland Indians. 


“I only see one mistake in that ranking,” 


Greenberg continued. 


“The Indians will win the pennant and the Red Sox and- Yankees 
will have a good scrap for second place.” 


“No, I'm kidding,” he said. “In 
the first place, Cleveland will have 
one of the best pitching staffs in 
the league. Watch young Garcia 
next season. He will be one of the 
‘best in baseball. He was good this 
‘year but he will be even better 
‘next season. Hooked up with Bob 
Lemon, we should have two of 
the best starting pitchers in base- 
ball. Gene Bearden is back in 
condition again and he will be 
‘just as good as he was in 1948. 
Our staff will be much stronger 
than it was, even in the year we 
won the pennant. Bob Feller may 
not be the star he was some years 
ago but he'll still win us a lot of 
games. 

“The infield starts off with Luke 
Easter, the big 6 foot 5, 240-pound 
slugger from the Pacific Coast, 
at first. Here is a ballplayer who 
can even hit as hard as Babe 
Ruth once did. He has tremendous 
power and I think you'll find him 
a sensation. Joe Gordon is far from 
‘being through at second. 

“This time Lou Boudreau will 
report in shape. You might re- 
member that a manager has less 
time to get in shape than anyone 


except confidence enough in them- 
selves. 

“If either had some of Dizzy 
Dean’s confidence they might be 
30-game winners... Their weakness 
isn't physical—it is psychological, 
I guess. Some years, maybe this 
year—Branca and Barney are go- 
ing to walk into the box believing 
they are good enough to shut out 
the other team. Barney js 6 feet 3. 
Branca is 6 feet 2. Branca is 23, 
Barney is 25. Either one of them 
can throw a ball through an oak 
door.” 

Shotton is right about this pair,

It is not often The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion can commend the holding of closed 
meetings by a State body.

We believe the 
public interest will better be served by 
private deliberations. This is true to no 
small degree for the reason that closed 
sessions do not lend themselves to politi- 
cal sideshows and speeches.

Ten Years of Progress 


Georgians, who for so many decades 
saw their State lagging behind the nation 
in economic progress of every kind, can 
take pride and encouragement from the 
10-year measure of progress report issued 
the other day by the Department of Com- 
merce. 

The fact is, on most essential counts, 
Georgia is gaining faster than the nation 
as a whole. 

The State’s bank deposits have tripled; 
the value of manufactured goods has 
more than quadrupled; about 50 percent 
more workers are. engaged in manufac- 
turing enterprises; income has more than 
tripled. All that has taken place since 
1939. 

One of the brightest parts of the re- 
port, we think, is the number of new fac- 
tories that have been established. In 
1939 we had 3,055. Now there are 4,754— 
an increase of 1,699. Most of them have 
been added since the war. 

Figures that look spectacular, though, 
have to be considered in the light of the 
progress of the rest of the nation. Geor- 
gia looks well in the comparison. Per 
capita income increased in Georgia from 


sion is for work, and not for the purpose 
of providing a political sounding board. 

Two reports have been submitted to 
the Committee. One is a 200-page rec- 
ommendation from the subcommittee, the 
contents of which are unknown. The 
other is a 63-page, far-reaching report by 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr. Since 
we do not know the contents of the sub- 
committee’s recommendations we will re- 
serve our opinion of Mr. Thrasher’s pro- 
posals.

We trust the full Com- 
mittee’s final report will be equally as 
comprehensive and specific. 

Mr. Thrasher’s plan is a result of years 
of nonpartisan experience with State fi- 
nances as well as months of research. 
Much of it, if not all, may be included in 
the full report. It contains information 
which the General Assembly should have 
regardless of whether it is accepted as the 
recommendations of the Committee. 


an average of $290 in 1939 to $971 in 1948, 
a percentage increase of 235. For the na- 
tion as a whole the increase was only 161 
percent. 

Likewise, the total individual income 
in Georgia outstripped the gain showed 
by the nation. The State’s increase on 
that score was 241 percent, while for all 
the United States it was only 191 percent. 

In manufacturing—what the Depart- 
ment calls valye added by manufactur- 
ing—Georgia jumped from $280,032,000 in 
1939 to $1,016,000 10 years later. That was 
an increase of 262 percent while all the 
country was gaining only 203 percent. 

Still, lest some get an erroneous im- 
pression, Georgia has much to do. Per 
capita income is gaining here faster than 
in most States, but it still is far below 
the national average. 

We néed more industry and more cat- 
tle raising. These changes are taking 
place, but they can be speeded by wise 
leadership. In particular, Georgia ought 
to have a tax program which incoming 
industry can be certain will not change 
radically with each election. That, we 
hope, is on the way. 


Law Enforcement and Woods Fires 


After years of education, most people 
realize the value of timberlands and are 
careful about fire. But a few still insist 
it is their inalienable right to “burn off 
the woods” whenever they see fit. Geor- 
gia law recognizes this right, but requires 


that adjoining property owners be given 
24 hours’ notice of intention to do so. 
That is only proper recognition of the 
rights of others.

A New Campaign Issue Brewing? 


WASHINGTON—Truman Administration officials are becoming disturbed over the growing tend- 
ency of big American business companies to get bigger under the impetus of the sustained pros- 
perity boom the country has been enjoying for the past 10 years. Antitrust lawyers of the Depart- 
ment of Justice are already looking into the situation, and it is conceivable that the subject of these 
big concentrations of American business may become a live political issue in the next national 


campaign. 

Mere bigness as such is not looked upon as 
objectionable by officials. The thing that con- 
cerns them is the monopolistic angle. When a 
few companies in an industry expand to the 
point where they are able to control 75 percent 
or more of the production in that field, then they 
are able to dominate in that line of business. 
This may have a stifling effect on competition, 
and it may also have an important bearing on 
’ price and wage levels. 


The United States News & World Report has 
just published some interesting figures on a re- 
cent checkup made by Government sources on 
the control exercised by a few companies in some 
of the leading industries. The figures explain 
why officials are becoming disturbed. 


Out of approximately 80,000 American 
engaged in manufacturing in 

some 450 industries, for example, it was 
shown that in 213 of the industries (almost 
half) up te 2@ companies control three- 
fourths or more of the output. Four com- 
panies account for 75 percent or more of the 
production in 43 industrial fields. In 97 
ether industries not more than eight com- 
panies control 75 percent or more of the 


output. 


From the dominant position of control held 
_ by only four companies in each of these im- 
_ portant industries, it is easy to see the dangers 
' of monopolistic practices. 

Secretary of Commerce Charles Sawyer, at 
the instigation of President Truman, is trying to 
work out some scheme for breaking up the big 

_business concentrations without wholesale prose- 
cutions by the Government. History has shown 
that antitrust procedures are slow and not al- 


~ 


ways effective. An antitrust suit against the 
pioneer aluminum company of the country was 
started in 1937, for example, and is still in the 
courts after 12 years of litigation. 


What the Administration is seeking is to 
avoid having the key industries of the country 
swallowed up by a few monopolies. If the past 
trend keeps up most all of the major businesses 
would be conducted by branch houses, with a 
few companies sitting in the background holding 
the strings of control. 


There is another side of the picture, of 
course. This is being developed in the 
hearings by a House subcommittee on the 
study of monopoly control, headed by Repre- 
sentative Emanuel Celler, of New York. 
Industrial spokesmen have stressed that big 
business is often essential in modern in- 
dustry. It has taken big business to develop 
our mass m of production, they say. 
As a further illustration of the value of 
big business, it is pointed out that one com- 
pany spent $27,000,000 over a period of 11 
years in developing a synthetic material to a 
point where commercial production was 
possible. Small business could not have 
done that. : 


Administration officials see both advantages 
and disadvantages to big industrial, insurance 
and financial institutions. What they want to 
avoid is having the disadvantages offset the 
benefits. Most of all, they want to get away 
from monopolies and provide more stimulus for 
private initiative. 

It promises to be an interesting fight if the 

istration goes out after the big controlling 
companies in earnest. We may hear much of it 
in the next political campaign.

We believe America sells itself without any stories attacking 
Uncle Joe or calling the Soviet leaders and newspaper editors a 
lot of servile puppets. The idea is sound. “Amerika” does sell 
well, so well the Russians are pretty upset by it. They literally 


wear out each copy. 

Abuse They think we are a naive people, and we are. Our 
magazine wouldn’t circulate in Russia if it contained any 

criticism. We know that. But we also know that the real story 

and pictures of America, unvarnished and without distortion, are 

excellent propaganda in themselves. So even if we could print 


abuse and criticism we would be stupid to do it. Our magazine is 
honest in words and pictures. 


The Russians use criticism. They abuse us and our leaders ter- 
ribly, with arrant lies and distortions. Their propaganda is aimed 
at about the high school level. In a way it is skillful. Any thought- 
ful adult would see it was overdone, full of falsehoods and’ down- 
right factual errors. But it might influence persons with high 
school information and it might get into the minds of those whose 
earning capacity is low largely because of their lack of training, 
both academic and vocational. It also is ably aimed at the unem- 
ployed and the discontented. 

So the schools were proper to take it out of their libraries, or 
never let it in—and there were ‘instances of each of these decisions. 
Colleges, I think, could take it because I am unwilling to believe a 
man or woman in college would fail to see the absurdities of the 
claims.

Examples cism {6m the United States, and says that of course 
there is no opposition, party or feeling in Soviet Russia, because 
all power stems from the people and all decisions are theirs. ... 

Well, any college student certainly would know enough to think 
it extremely queer Uncle Joe has a bullet-proof car and is the most 
closely guarded man in the world, rarely exposed to public gaze 
and then only at great distances. 

The painters are put in jail if they don’t express revolutionary 
art—and musicians are sent to labor camps because their music 
reflects Western influences ... the army is purged ... and so 
on... but there is no “opposition.” Oh, no. One could go on and on. 


What bilge. What poppycock it is for Vishinsky and others to 


talk in such absurdities. 

Trotsky One of the November bulletins glorified the October 
revolution of 1917, which set up the Soviet Govern- 

ment under Lenin and Leon Trotsky. 


At the time Stalin was well down in the ranks. In fact. there 


is on record a statement from Lenin in which he said he did not trust 


Stalin too much. 

I searched all through the bulletin. 

There was no single word on Trotsky. The cohero of the revo- 
lution with Lenin was nowhere to be found. Yet he created more, 
even, than the revered Lenin. There were pictures of Lenin and a 
drawing showing Stalin and Lenin poring over plans together. 

But the bulletin falsely left out Trotsky because he later de- 
nounced Stalin and was exiled from the country and later shot by 
Stalinists outside Mexico City. 

The bulletins are a fraud—pap for suckers; social opium for fools. 

Come to think of it, the Soviets who are chéating on their recip- 
rocal agreement about publication of magazines were late in think 
ing of trying to slip it into schools.

‘Civil Rights’ And Politics 


WASHINGTON—The Truman Administration’s decision to 
focus its civil-rights fight in next year’s Congress on a compulsory 
equality-in-employment bill means. simply that this issue is to be 
continued as a political football, with no goals scored—at least 
until after the 1950 election. 

The South will stage a filibuster against this fair employment 
practices commission measure, and there is not the slightest 
chance that the 64 Senate votes required to break this filibuster 
can be obtained. 

There is a very good chance, on the other hand, that 64 votes 
could be required to pass either an antilynching bill or one or 
all of Attorney General J. Howard McGrath’s five proposals for 
stiffening the Federal machinery for dealing with civil-rights com- 


plaints, short of wholesale coercion. 
Feint The reason the Administration has chosen: the futile 
FEPC politic#l boxing match is that its wranglers of 
racially conscious voters say that the all-important point is to 
keep ahead of the Republicans in professions of devotion to Negro 
welfare. Less drastic measures are rejected because enough Re- 
publicans might go along to put them through—thus weakening 
racial discontent as a vote-catcher. ; 


Sen. Robert A. Taft is leading a group of Republican Senators 
who favor a national FEPC setup, limited to digging up facts as 
to discriminations in employment on account of race, creed or 
color and to persuasive efforts to end such discriminations. 

This group believes that, short of an overwhelming Federal 
police force, the Washington Government can no more wipe out 
racial discriminations in the South than it could stop sale and 
consumption of alcoholic liquors in the bibulous Northeast, under 


the national prohibition law. 

: The difficulty for Senator Taft is that a majority 
Promises of his Republican colleagues are primarily inter- 
ested in outpromising the Democrats, in the matter of coercing the 
South, in their bid for Northern Negro votes. 


So the Senate civil rights merry-go-round goes on year after 
year without getting anywhere, except as it may contribute to 
election or defeat in a relatively few Northern States or congres- 
sional districts where Negroes exercise a balance of voting power. 

Right now this competition for votes has been stirred to fever 
heat by claims that Gov. Albert C. Driscoll, Republican, New 
Jersey, won re-election last month by outdoing the Democrats in 
actions and pfomises favorable to the Negroes. Driscoll carried 
many Negro precincts that, in all other elections over the past 
decade, had gone heavily Democratic. 


Until Negro organizations put their foot down 
Proposals against him, Attorney General McGrath is known 
to have been urging concentration on his five proposals as the 
civil-rights measures—both as most helpful in mitigating racial 
discrimination and as most likely of adoption. 

These are (1) a permanent civil rights commission; (2) a new 
Justice Department civil rights division; (3) a joint congressional 
civil rights commission; (4) legislation safeguarding the Negro’s 
right to vote; (5) strengthening legal protections of individuals 
from police violence. 

The first three proposals, like Taft’s noncoercive FEPC, would 
lead to investigation and publicizing of discriminations, with the 
effect of building up public sentiment in favor of their correction. 

The Federal law now is restricted to prosecution of conspiracies 
of two or more persons to destroy safety and security of individual 
citizens. McGrath proposed that individual offenders be made 
liable under this act and that penalties for its violation be in- 
creased. : 

Similarly, he proposed that the right of the Federal Government 
to move against police brutality and related crimes be broadened. 

Neither of these McGrath proposals nor any other sensible and 
practical approach to the civil-rights problem seems to have a 
chance so long as the present political dogfight persists.

of those of whom it disapproved. In Georgia it 
proclaimed its intention of unseating Representa- 
tive Pace. | 

However, after failing to reach an agreement 
to support E. D. Rivers for whatever he was 
then running for, the CIO, through Mr. Chas. 
Gillman, announced it would spend no money in 
the Georgia primaries and endorse no candidate. 
Some political observers thereupon proclaimed 
that the CIO was out of politics in Georgia. 
Others more wisely prophesied it would take its 
politics underground. 

It was no great surprise that it has again 
emerged and has announced another purge. It 
was somewhat startling, however, that the oc- 
casion should have been attended by Representa- 
tive Pace. -A speech from Mr. Lanham, Georgia's 
nearest approach to a Fair Dealer, was of course 
to be expected. 

It was a foregone conclusion that our Con- 
gressman, Judge Davis, would be the main target 
for the purge which is promised for 1950. In 
that he is most fortunate. It only needed the 
announcement of Mr. Kroll that the CIO was out 
to get him to insure his nomination and election. 
And in his statement Judge Davis has wisely 
shunned any appeasement and has clearly drawn 
the issue between him and Mr. Kroll’s associates. 

This announcement of the CIO should serve 
at least one good purpose. It is time for the 
public to realize that, as Communism acts on the 
theory that it and capitalism cannot exist to- 
gether on the same globe, so the Political Action 
Committee of the CIO demands that, as the price 
of its support, it shall own its candidates, body 


_ and soul, and that the penalty for any deviation 


from voting strictly down the line as ordered is 
“off with his head.”

Farm Co-Ops 


Editor Constitution: Proposals to remove cer- 
tain tax exemptions from farmers’ co-operative 
selling and buying organizations are ill-advised 


‘ because such action would adversely affect con- 


sumers. The so-called “profits” of the well- 
managed farm “co-ops” accumulated in reserve 
for working capital are essential to the expansion 
of a $5,000,000,000 annual business which serves 
the public by improving the quality and reduc- 
ing the cost of food products. 

One means of lowering food prices to con- 
sumers is a better integrated nationwide organ- 
ization of the farm “co-ops” for a more effective 
and less costly system of distribution and market- 
ing of farm products. Another way to cut retail 
food prices is for the Federal Government to stop 
supporting farm prices and coddling union labor 
whose unreasonable wages, etc., constitute a 
major part of food distribution costs (according to 
O. V. Wells, Chief, United States Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, in testimony Nov. 30). Re- 
ducing Federal taxes and spending also will help. 

Tax authorities claim the Government is 
losing $20,000,000 yearly in taxes which might 
be extracted from the farm co-operatives. Sup- 
pose the United States did obtain this relatively 
small (for the Fair Deal) sum, it would be quickly 
wasted on spendthrift schemes. The farm co- 
operatives should be encouraged to keep all their 
earnings not only to distribute farm products 
more efficiently and economically but also to 
build large reserve funds (including special as- 


sessments) from which they could make addi- 
tional payments to their members to compensate 
them whenever they had to sell abundant farm 
products at campetitive low prices—a practical 
substitute for Gevernment price supports.

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Yesterday, we showed this hand 
from two-hand play. Your oppo- 
nent has established his mastery 
over the pack and you are playing 
to go out as fast as possible before 
he can make too big a Score. 


Your opponent discarded a 5 
onto a pack which already con- 
tained 7, 9, and 4. You refused it 
because to take it would put you 
farther from going out; you would 
have three unmatched cards left 
in your hand and would need two 
good draws to go out, instead of 
only one. You decided your best 
chance was to draw for another 
king, 5, or wild card, with. the 
added hope that he might put 
down that s 5-spot as the 
first card of a new pack when it 
would let you take it and go out. 

So drew from the stock and, 
unluckily, you picked a 6; unluck- 


because ent’s melds 
aay al te 8-8-2 and 6-6-6. 
What should you discard? 
Obviously 


» you 


choose to break up your hand 
merely to prevent his adding to a 
meld and picking up another smal! 
pack, which, sooner or later, he is 
bound to get anyway. So the prob- 
lem is merely whether to discard 
the 8 or the 6. 

Your correct discard is the 8. 
The reason is simple. He already 
has three natural 6’s. A fourth will 
give him a base for a canasta. A 
third 8 will not do so. As between 
two discards that match an oppo- 
nent’s melds, you always prefer 
the one that will still not give him 
a canasta base. This maxim ap- 
plies to four-hand play as well as 
to two-hand. 


Question: Is it possible for one 
side to meld two canastas of the 
same rank? 


Answer: Since there are eight 
natural cards of each rank, and 
any four combined with three wild 
cards will make a mixed canasta, 
It is possible, though unusual.

and of the sect ad of 
Georgia System, a spec urvey| 
Committee yesterday topped off 
its report by urging a number of 
administrative changes. 


The Committee recommended 
that the staff of the Chancellor's 


office be doubled and three top- 
be 


flight Assistant Chancellors 
employed—one to supervise in- 
struction, one for plant develop- 


ment, and one for finance and pro. 
curement. 


Dr. George W. Strayer and his 
associates on the Committee de- 
clared that the three Assistant 

could save the Uni- 
versity System many times the 
outlay for their salaries and ex- 
penses. 

The Committee also recom- 
mended that all responsibility’ 
and authority for the procurement 
of materials and supplies and al- 
location of. funds for the System 
be vested in the Board of Regents. 

Another recommendation 
that the Legislature provide bien- 
nial appropriations to support the 
System. 

In another phase of the report, 
Dr. Strayer emphasized that the 
Co-ordinate College at the Univer- 


sity of Georgia should be aban- 


doned—“the sooner, the better’— 
and the co-ordinate college campus 
be sold. 

Dr. Mary de Garmo Bryan, of 
Columbia University, the only 
woman member of the Committee, 
gave the Regents a report on stu- 
dent living conditions in the Sys- 
tem, declaring that lighting condi 
tions and furniture in the do®ni- 
tories are deplorably inadequate. 

More than 1,000 dormitory 
rooms, ‘each occupied by from 
three to four students, are unat- 
tractive, ill-equipped and _ are 
lighted by only one 100-watt bulb 
per room, she said. 


Most of the dormitories are 
badly overcrowded, she added. 
have inadequate sanitation _and 
practically no retreation spac® 

Recognizing that a large capital 
Outlay will be necessary to brihg 
the dormitories up to “acceptable 
modern standards,” Dr. Bryan 
nevertheless declared that much 
improvement could be made grad- 
ually and without high cost by 
utilizing the resources at hand. 

She’ pointed out, for instance, 
that the Art Department of the 
University, which she termed “one 
of the great art departments in 
the United States,” could be used 
to help decorate the institutions. 

Likewise, she said, the home 
economics departments at Athens 
and GSCW could be used in pro- 
viding trained personnel and home 
economics students for food serv- 
ice at the various institutions. 

Cr. Bryan said housekeeping 
ranges from very poor to excel- 
lent throughout the System and 
paid tribute to Georgia girls for 
the housekeeping in their dormi- 
tories.
